REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicants' arguments submitted with the Amendment filed on Mar. 19, 2009 have been 
found persuasive. The Applicants have amended all of the independent claims to recite 
that the titanium oxide has a rutile content of 5% of less, and this limitation distinguishes 
the claims from Canadian Patent 2,383,334 C. The Applicants note that comparative 
Example 3 of the present specification employed a reaction temperature of 1200 oC 
which is the same reaction temperature employed in Example 2 in WO 01/16027 
(Canadian Pat. 2,383,334 C being the English equivalent of WO 01/16027), and a 
residence time of 0.04 seconds. Comparative Example 3 of the present specification 
thus provides a basis for comparison with Example 2 of WO-027. Comparative 
Example 3 achieved a rutile content of 12%, and therefore did not achieve the effect of 
the instant invention. Hence, the comparison between the examples of the instant 
specification and WO-027 provide evidence that the titanium oxide product of WO-027 
does not inherently have a rutile content of 5% of less - hence, the Applicants' claims 
have been allowed.
